PRESIDENT’S QTC 


We are in the midst of the final preparations for Pacifi- 
con 2013! This year is going to be absolutely marvel- 
ous. MDARC, as the host to Pacificon, is responsible 
for all the moving parts of the event. Once again the 
various committee chairs have done phenomenal work 
with registration, website, forums, vendors, non-profits, 
banquet, security, swap meet, MDARC Meeting, Wouff 
Hong, prize drawings, hospitality, and much more. If 
you have not already signed up to volunteer for one of 
the committees, believe me, we can always use your 
help during the event. If you are just planning on at- 
tending the premier West Coast ham radio convention, I 
believe that you will be quite impressed with all that 
there is to see and do! After the recent fire on the North 
Peak of Mount Diablo, our newly installed ATV repeaters on 400, 900 and 1200 MHz, along 
with our APRS digipeater, were all knocked off the air. Fortunately for us, our gear did not sus- 
tain any apparent damage. Many of our fellow hams were not so lucky. There were important 
ham radio repeaters that were consumed by smoke, fire and the water applied by firefighters to 
extinguish the blaze. On a recent trip up the mountain, Fred Coe WB6ASU, Trevor Hall 
WAOJAU (Technical Committee Chair), and myself worked to restore all the repeaters. The 
electricity needed to run our equipment was lost due to a couple of dozen power poles being 
consumed in the fire. They are being replaced now, and our tower owner has hooked us up to 
generator power. The service of the ATV repeaters has been restored, but new issues not related 
to the fire have arisen. We are on the air with our ATV transmissions, at least marginally. The 
APRS digipeater is down, but the gear has been removed from the hill and Trevor will work to 
restore the equipment to full functionality. It was amazing to see the devastation of the fire. It 
created an alien landscape, and reduced a number of those power poles to charcoal. To access 
North Peak, we have to cross the property belonging to the Bowman's Archery Club. They had 
a large trailer that held much of their club's equipment, such as targets. It was fully consumed in 
the fired with nothing left but a few bits of aluminum framing remaining. 


Coming up, we have Club elections. If you are interested in 
running as an officer or member of the board, please do not 
hesitate but to throw your hat into the ring. Please remember 
that this is your club, and if you have some good ideas or 
sound judgement, it would be an honor to have you help lead 
this club into the future!
